Qermany Can’t Pay Debts.

New York, J une 16 (JP)—Money 
muddles at home and abroad put 
dollar marks in biggest headlines 
this week. 
Germany , following an antici­ 
pated 
trend, 
declared 
a six - 
month moratorium on all for­ 
eign debt pay ing, including the 
long-fav ored Dawes and Young 
plan loans. 
Action followed lengthy nego­ 
tiations with 
nations holding 
German I. O. U.’s and a tempor­ 
ary 
suspension 
of 
ex change 
clearance 
arrangements 
with 
sev eral nations. Germany 
con­ 
tended she would pay but could­ 
n’t because other nations didn’t 
buy enough of her goods and 
war reparations were to heav y . 
War debts owed, $11,6 28 ,000,- 
000; 
due, 
$4 7 7 ,8 4 3,6 4 4 ; 
paid 
$16 6 ,5 38 . 
One nation, Finland, 
put money on the barrel head; 
12 others put notes which said 
in effect, “ So sorry , Uncle Sam.” 
Because of ex change restric­ 
tions and difficulties, Secretary 
Hull 
officially 
suggested pay ­ 
ments “ in kind.” 
Some nations 
took the matter under adv ise­ 
ment, others wanted to forget 
all about it. 
Grim-faced steel workers met 
in Pittsburgh and decided not to 
strike now for union recognition. 
They 
accepted 
a 
conciliation 
plan 
proposed 
by ^President 
Green of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor. Strikes and v io­ 
lence dotted towns across the 
nation. 
, 
Hitler and Mussolini, colorful 
dictators of Germany and Italy , 
linked arms in Venice, chatted, 
dined, talked seriously and se­ 
cretly for hours on end, delv ed

With such recognition gener­ 
ally refused by the steel operat­ 
ors, the conv ention was called

construed to mean a strike. 
Green’s appearance y esterday , 
with his mediation-board pro­ 
posal, before the 200 delegates to 
the special conv ention, serv ed to 
bring together opposing factions 
in the Amalgamated which had 
split on the strike question. 
One faction, headed by 7 2 y ear 
old Michael Tighe, president of 
the association, fav ored a strike 
only as a last resort in the driv e 
for recognition; seeking 
post­ 
ponement of the strike call until 
all other efforts to reach an 
agreement with the steel indus­ 
try had been ex hausted. 
The other faction, the “ rank 
and file” group, headed by Earl 
J . Forbeck, of Duquesne, urged 
an immediate walkout. 
As the two factions apparently

Green, they ended their special 
conv ention late last night, after 
two day s of discussions, speech­

“An attem p ted shift from p ub lic initiative to 
p rivate initiative is definitely under way in the 
government’s p olicies and p rograms of recovery ,” 
say s the United States News. One im p ortant 
p hase of this, the News continues, is a p lan for 
insuring loans for home rep airs and new b uild­ 
ing to attract p rivate cap ital into the dorm ant 
construction industry . 
It is a well known fact that stimulated con­ 
struction holds out the p romise of two million 
new job s — half of them in actual b uilding, and 
half in the industries p roviding needed materials. 
The merest glance at the statistics serves to show 
how sorry the state of the b uilding industry is at 
p resent. In 19 28, residential b uilding e x p e n d i­ 
tures touched $2,788,000,000. In 19 30 they drop ­ 
p ed to less than half of that. In 19 33, they went 
down to the extraordinary low of $300,000,000 — 
a fraction of the 19 29 level.

since through the 
kindness of 
my friend, A. R. Herkless, 
who 
took me in his auto to view the 
• New Purchase" south of town, I 
ob tained a view of the new gar­ 
dens along the north 
b ank of 
the Herkless canal. 
But it is no insp iration 
this 
y ear as the gardens were last 
y ear. There are few and many 
p oorly attended or deserted. The 
p estiferous 
“p ea-vine” . covers 
much of that ground and is hard 
to eradicate. It seems that those 
who most need 
gardens have 
taken little interest in p lanting 
them, although, a vast area of 
waste land is there and free to 
those who wish it. That may b e 
accounted for b y its location. 
The “North West Territory " 
may b e closer to the garden in­ 
clined and near fragrant shade 
while the “New Purchase" is void 
of shade, a very desirstb le con­ 
venience, to tired gardeners.
